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REPORT  OF 

THE  ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 

The  operations  of  the  Board  during  the  Fiscal  Year  which 
ended  on  the  31st  day  of  March,  1952,  are  covered  by  this,  its 
twenty-eighth  Annual  Report. 

Financial  Statements  and  Appendices  which  are  incorporated 
herein,  show  in  detail  its  various  activities. 

Net  income  for  the  year,  including  License  Fees,  totalled 
$12,894,129.72. 

In  addition,  the  sum  of  $191,582.25  was  received  from  the 
sale  of  Permits.  This  sum  is  not  included  in  the  Financial  Returns 
of  the  Board,  as  it  is  remitted  direct  to  the  Honourable  the 
Provincial  Treasurer,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
142  of  the  Act,  to  be  accounted  for  as  part  of  the  General  Revenue 
Fund  of  the  Province. 


LICENSES 

Licenses  are  issued  for  the  Calendar  Year  and  expire  at  31st 
December  in  the  year  of  issue.  For  the  Calendar  Year  of  1951 
there  was  no  change  in  the  number  of  Licenses  issued  with  respect 
to  Distilleries  and  Breweries  located  within  the  Province.  One 
License  was  issued  to  a  Distiller  and  Five  Brewers  received  Licenses. 

The  products  of  these  Licensees  were  favourably  received  by 
the  public.  A  high  standard  of  quality  was  maintained,  and  their 
operations  were  conducted  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 

Beer  Licenses  were  issued  with  respect  to  403  Hotels.  During 
the  License  year  thirty-eight  of  these  Hotels  changed  hands,  and 
new  Licenses  were  issued  to  the  purchasers.  One  License  was 
withdrawn  when  the  Hotel  business  was  taken  over  by  another 
Company,  in  a  new  location,  and  three  Hotels  were  destroyed  by 
fire  and  the  Licenses  were  not  replaced.  Happily,  apart  from  the 
material  loss  to  the  Licensees,  there  was  no  loss  of  life  or  loss  of 
effects  by  guests  at  the  Hotels  destroyed  by  fire. 

It  was,  unfortunately,  necessary  to  discipline  ten  Licensees 
for  various  infractions  of  the  Liquor  Act  and  Regulations.  Two 
Beer  Rooms,  those  at  Legal  and  Kirriemuir,  were  closed  for  thirty 
days,  owing  to  the  Proprietors  selling  Beer  during  prohibited  hours. 

Five  Licensees  were  penalized  for  making  sales  to  minors. 
The  Board  examined  these  cases  with  great  care,  in  order  to  satisfy 
itself  that  carelessness  was  evidenced  when  the  sales  were  made, 
and  that  had  reasonable  diligence  been  exercised,  the  minors 
responsible  would  not  only  have  been  refused,  but  would  have 
been  prosecuted  for  entering  Licensed  Premises. 

One  Beer  Room  was  closed  for  two  weeks,  owing  to  the  gen¬ 
erally  unsatisfactory  manner  in  which  the  Hotel  premises  were 
being  conducted. 

Off-premises  sale  privileges  were  temporarily  withdrawn  from 
two  Hotels,  when  it  was  disclosed  that  sales  in  excess  of  the  quan¬ 
tity  permitted  under  the  Regulations  had  been  made. 

Out  of  a  total  of  403  Licenses  issued,  less  than  two  and 
one-half  per  cent  of  the  Licensees  had  to  be  disciplined  during 
the  License  year,  and  this  shows  that  the  majority  conducted  their 
premises  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

It  is  often  a  difficult  matter  to  detect  a  minor  who  tries  to 
obtain  service  on  Licensed  Premises,  yet  a  great  many  Hotelmen, 
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by  careful  screening,  have  succeeded  in  apprehending  these  young 
people,  who,  by  their  actions,  are  jeopardizing  the  License  and 
the  livelihood  of  the  operator,  and  by  prosecuting  them,  have 
discouraged  others  from  trying  similar  tactics. 

There  has  been  continued  improvement  in  accommodations 
available  in  Licensed  Hotels,  and  substantial  amounts  have  been 
expended  in  this  connection.  The  Board  appreciates  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  Licensees,  whose  pride  in  their  industry  has  made  this 
programme  possible. 

Executive  Officers  and  the  permanent  officials  of  the  Alberta 
Hotel  Association  have  assisted  the  Board  in  many  ways  throughout 
the  year,  and  their  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times  has  been 
deeply  appreciated.  We  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  our 
thanks  to  them. 

On  the  First  day  of  January,  1952,  the  Hotelmen  of  Alberta 
instituted  "The  Alberta  Hotel  Association  Scholarship  Plan".  This 
Plan  is  to  provide  funds  in  order  that  a  number  of  students,  who 
would  otherwise  be  denied  the  opportunity  of  continuing  their 
studies  at  the  University,  may  complete  their  educational  pro¬ 
gramme.  A  very  representative  Committee  has  been  set  up  to 
screen  applicants,  and  to  award  Scholarships  to  those  considered 
to  be  deserving.  The  Hotelmen  are  making  voluntary  contributions 
in  order  to  provide  the  funds  for  this  very  worthy  cause. 

Sixty-nine  Club  Licenses  and  Fourteen  Club  Liquor  Licenses 
were  issued.  In  ail  cases,  the  Club  premises  were  conducted  in  full 
accord  with  the  requirements. 

Canteen  Licenses  authorizing  the  sale  of  Beer  only  were 
issued  to  Canteens  and  Messes  operated  under  the  control  of  the 
Armed  Forces  at  31  locations,  and  in  addition,  Canteen  Liquor 
Licenses  were  issued  to  such  Canteens  and  Messes  as  could  qualify 
under  the  legislation.  All  such  premises  were  conducted  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  throughout  the  year. 

A  statement  showing  Licenses  issued  and  penalties  imposed 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  "A". 

FLAVOURING  EXTRACTS  AND  ESSENCES 

Retailers  handling  and  selling  Alcoholic  Flavouring  Extracts 
and  Essences  to  the  number  of  1,533  received  Licenses,  and  in 
all  cases  conducted  their  business  satisfactorily.  In  consequence, 
it  was  not  necessary  for  the  Board  to  take  disciplinary  action  in 
connection  therewith. 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  Officers  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  as  well 
as  those  of  the  Police  Forces  of  the  Cities  and  Municipalities 
throughout  the  Province,  have  continued  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  the  Liquor  Act,  and  also  to  carry  out  other  duties  on  behalf  of 
the  Board,  from  time  to  time.  To  all  of  them  the  Board  extends 
its  very  grateful  thanks. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  Board  and  the  Brewers  of  Alberta  paid  to  the  Dominion 
Government  in  the  Fiscal  Year  a  sum  in  excess  of  $13,450,000 
by  way  of  Customs  and  Excise  Duty,  Sales  Tax  and  Taxes  on  Malt. 

Cash  and  Trade  Discounts  amounting  to  $27,278.40  were 
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received  by  the  Board,  and  these  appear  in  the  Financial  State¬ 
ments. 

Mail  Order  customers  received  11,216  parcels  by  Express, 
at  a  cost  to  the  Board  of  $5,644.68  for  transportation  charges. 

In  addition  to  packages  sent  by  Express  to  points  at  which 
Express  Companies  maintain  an  Agency,  1,408  parcels  containing 
liquor  were  sent  through  the  Mail  to  points  where  Express  facilities 
are  not  available.  Postage  defrayed  by  the  Board  amounted  to 
$998.29. 

All  Entries  and  Clearances  from  Dominion  Government  Cus¬ 
toms  and  Excise  Bonds  are  prepared  by  our  own  Staff.  During  the 
Fiscal  Year  6,138  such  Entries  and  Clearances  were  completed. 

Permits  to  purchase  iiquor  are  issued  for  the  Calendar  Year. 
163  of  these  Permits  were  cancelled  for  cause  during  the  year, 
and  a  further  322,  held  by  persons  who  were  Interdicted,  auto¬ 
matically  became  void  when  the  Interdiction  Orders  were  placed. 

A  statement  showing  the  number  of  each  Class  of  Permit 
issued  will  be  found  in  Appendix  " B ". 

Individual  Permit  holders  made  4,498,995  purchases,  at  an 
average  cost  of  $6.22  for  each  transaction. 

Licensee  customers  made  43,940  separate  purchases  of  Beer 
at  Government  Warehouses. 

Vendors  at  Government  Liquor  Stores  filled  97  Prescriptions 
issued  by  Medical  Practitioners  during  the  year. 

As  at  31st  March,  1952,  the  names  of  1,684  persons  appeared 
on  the  List  of  Interdictions.  During  the  year  the  names  of  649 
persons  were  added  to  the  list,  and  387  were  removed  by  Revoca¬ 
tion.  In  addition,  176  names  were  removed  owing  to  the  expiration 
of  the  statutory  period  of  five  years  since  the  date  of  Interdiction. 

Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Warehouses  sold  approximately 
12,670,700  Gallons  of  Beer  during  the  Fiscal  Year.  Of  this  quan¬ 
tity,  some  12,607,000  Gallons  were  manufactured  in  the  Province 
of  Alberta,  58,000  Gallons  were  brewed  in  Eastern  Canada,  and 
some  5,700  Gallons  were  imported  from  Great  Britain.

Physical  inventories  of  liquor,  beer  and  containers  were  taken  at  March  31, 
1952,  by  officials  of  the  Board.  Quantities  were  certified  by  respective  warehouse 
and  store  managers.  Cost  of  transferring  stocks  from  warehouses  to  stores  was 
not  included  in  the  inventory  valuation.  Inventories  included  goods  on  consign¬ 
ment  amounting  to  $356,876.20,  the  corresponding  liability  being  included  with 
accounts  payable  in  the  Balance  Sheet.
